General Inspections. 


No special incidents of note arose on general inspections 
during the year. 


Accidents 


There was almost a 100% increase in the number of reported 
accidents during the year - a total of twenty = all of which were 
fully investigated. These notitications were probably due to the 
verbal advice given to occupiers during inspections in 1969 on their 
responsibility to report such occurrences, 


Following the minor change on treatment for bleeding advised 
in the First Aid instructions all premises with dangerous machines 
were visited, and an explanatory leaflet was left with occupiers; 
the opportunity was also taken to check on current safety precautions 
generally. 


Accidents were equally shared between men and women, and in one 
case only was a young person involved. Injuries were of a minor nature 
and related to head in 5 cases, body in 5, hands and arms in 10, and 
feet and legs in 2 cases. 


The predominance of accidents appeared to be as a direct result 
of negligence by the indivicual concerned, the main categories being 
handling or lifting goods or falls of persons. In none of these cases 
was there eny contributing factor. Of tne remaining acciaents, none was 
of & serious nature anc in no case was formal action necessary. 


Lifts and Hoists 


All premises with lifts were visited during the year, following 
implementation of the Regulations, and occupiers reminded of their 
responsibilities, particularly for inspections at 6 monthly intervals 
for powered lifts and yearly for hand hoists. There are 27 premises 
in the Borough which contain 52 powered lifts and 3 hand hoists. One 
local restaurant with a hand hoist has since been closed. 


On subsequent inspections, all lifts anda hoists were found to be 
well maintained and regularly imapected: by insurance Company Surveyors, 
inspections being carried out at the prescribed intervals. One aaverse 
report was received by the Department of a lift requiring new ropes and 
this work was satisfactorily carried out by a firm of lift engineers. One 
administrative difficulty remains from time to time, at multiple stores 
mainly, where the report of examination is sent to and retained at 
headquerters; it is not readily available for inspection locally as a 
result. ' 
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
